Constitutional Cenflict Which 
Nearly Resulted in Retirement of 


ST.’ PETERSBURG, Sept. i16-—The 
constitutional eonflict, which nearly 
resulted in the retirement of the 
BStolypin Cabinet last spring, has been 
adjusted by the publication of an in- 
terpretation of the fundamental 
laws, delineating the respective 
spheres of the Emperor afd Pariia- 
ment in the matter of army and navy 
administration. 

The decree sets forth that all legis- 
lative questions concerning the or- 
ganization of the land and sea forces 
of the empire shall be subject to the 
sanction of the Hmperor as supreme 
war lord. His Majesty will pass also 
upon questions relating to the ad- 
ministration of the army and navy. 
including the estimates of the navy 
and military departments, provided no 
further appropriations are entailea. 
Put if fresh credits are necessary the 
supplementary amounts must be ap- 
plied for in the tsual legislative 
course, detailed statements as to the 
«employment thereof being first sub- 


mitted In the budget. 


Vrith regard to special military legis- 
lation such questions shall be dealt 
with in the ordinary legislative course 
aa involve the amendment, elaboration 
or abolition of existing laws or come 
within the sphere of legislative ques- 
tions affecting other departments, 
well as the navy end army.
